OFINION BY JUDOE ALLISON,

The Legislnture ab it4 lnte aoasion passed an pot
entitied YA Supplement to the Act relative to the
elections of this Commonwenlth,” the  twenty
seventh section of which requires the pssessors of
the several wards (n the ¢ity of Prliadeiphils, before
the fest day of June in onch and every veur, to make
Ot b separnte aiphiabettoal W8t for every election
division within thelr reapeotive wards, of the guali-
fice electors resbding thereln, anil (o clpssiry them
under the lollowing hoendds:

Firsl. Private housiholders,

Secoml. Private residents,

Thind, Hotels, taverns, and restaurants.  Vipder
the third designation the nsseasors are directad to
muke alphabetiond lsts of the names of all gualifed
electors reslding In cach diviston Keeping hotels,
tavorng, sallor bosrding-housed, or restaurants Lo
the division, designating every such place by the
nifmber of the honse and the name of the street on
willch (1t 18 looated, and assess on every such person
A tax of ey cents,

The pasersom are nlso commanded not to place on
the liste the nume of any pergon boarding at any
hotel, tavern, sallor boarding-liouse, or restaarant,
or the name of any poerson who I8 not a qualified
elector, having a fixed residence in the aivision.

The meaning of these requirements, In the jodg-
ment of the majority of the Court, (8 very plain. The
ussessors are commanded to make oot e separate
He&t, to be hepded hotels, taverns, and restaurants,
and on this list to place the name of no person ex-
cept he be the keeper of a hotel, tavern, sallor hoard-
Ing-house, or restaurant. To make this intention
olear, they are enjoined not to place on such Hat the
name of any person boarding 4t elther of the kind of
desl ted houses mentioned in the section, with the
further restriction that the name of no person shall
be placed on sald st unless he shall be w quualified
elector, und be posseased of a dxed resilence in the
divigion, This lust restriction hus relation to the
keepers of hotels, taverns, sallor bonrd ng-houges, oy
restaurants, and js to be interpreted as if v resd,
“Nor ahall the nuine of any keeper of & hotel, tavern,
sallor boarding-lhonse, or restaurant be placed on the
list unless he 18 o qualiied elector, having a xed
residence (o the division.”

It is clear that the Innguage here employed, a8 well
88 by the spirit and Intention of the Legislnture, the
name of no person. can be lawfully placed on this
list by the mssessor but the Keopers of such houses
a8 are speciically mentioned, who possess the furilier
requisite of being quulitied electors, and who reside
in the division.
| Boarders are expressly excluded; nor do we think
the distinction well taken which was attempted to
be maintained In the wrgument, that this does not
exclude lodgers at such places, It (scontended that
the intention of the Legisluture was to exclude per-
sons who take meals merely at such hotels, taverns,
sallor boarding-houges, or restaurants, and not such

wisons who might sleep or l}):lgv at this Kind of
youse, but we find no warrant for this deduction,

The law does not say thit boarders shall not vote,
but that lodgers shall, lodgingls included in the
wond or term boarding, (n plain snd common nsage.
When we say of ong that he s bourding at a particn-
lar place, we mean that he Hves at such o place, and
that he there sleeps us well a8 takes his medls; and
when It 18 plain to onr mind thiat the purpose in phss-
fngr thiy portion of the law was to restrict the lst to

Keepers of one or the other of the Kind of houses
named, we do pot feel jnstifiod in setting this inten-
tion  aeide — o assine  the fonctions of  the |
Legislature, and Interpolate that which the law-
mukers Intendad to exclade, We do not feel
under oblgution to Ao thig, becanse  there
EXIsts no necessity for our s0 doing. No one |8 de-
rived of any right hy this requirement, for if there
e qualithed electors bodrding 4t these houses, ample
provigion 18 made for thelr agsessment ; thine certaln,
with abundant opportunity, I8 provided by the subae-
guent provisions of the act, at which thelr names
can be plnced on the st and p tax assessed ngninst
them., We have nothing to do with the wisdom of
an uet which provides for an assessmoent of one cliass
of volers at one time and in a given maonner, and
another clnss at another time and In snother man-
ner. It {8 certainly competent for the Legislatore to
catablish & system providing for reglstration and g
pessment of voters; and 10 they say that dimeront
classes ghill be asseased nL duTersnt polnts or time,
what right have we hy judiclal constraction to forlid
what they have commanded, pnd direct the asgessors
to violate the clenr and express directions of the
Inw ?

It will mot be f‘ln'!lt'.lllll‘tl that 1t would be within
the ecope of legislative suthority to require all per-
Aons to Apply 1o the assessord o huve thoelr nmmes
pluced on the Lsts, a8 has been the case with the
extrn assessmont, and AL instend of saving that wll
shall in porson apply to e assessod, that only those
who are living ot particulnr places, not belng private
householders, or private reshdents, or keepers of
particuliar Kinds of houses, shall 4o 80, whit wrong
18 there in thig, or who say that the law shull be of
no effect? Certalnly not a court, whose du.y it 15 to
try and give effeat Lo every part of the pet, if it can
bt done without doing vielence to the law as it has
heen enacted, or to the fundementyl or constitu-
tional rights of the qualifed voters.

Whether any othier assessment [8 1o be taken or
list made out by the assessors, for the purpose of
estabilishing & busis of apportionment for members
the legislatare, State or national, or for city repre-
M-um'{mn in Councllg, wa do not now decide, becanse

Hfesoloed, That the Executive Committee of
the New Eoglund Woman's Suffrage Association
be authorized to correspond with the friends of
the canse throughout the country, and to take
such steps a8 they may deem best for the
organization of a National Woman's Suffrige
Association during the coming year, in which nll
parts of the country shall be fally and fairly
represented.

Mrs. Julin Ward Howe read an elaborate essay
upon the guestion of woman's position in the
social and political world.

After some remarks of 4 general chinracter she
roforred to the fact that, in Englond, the admis-
glon of women to suffrage geemed open to
objection than here on the part of the powers
thut be, since the vote there was conditlonoed
upim the possession of & certain amonnt of pro-
perty, and the possession of property by woman
seemed o make legitimate her claim to vote,
Here, however, the claiin was based upon the
fuct of womunhood simply, and therefore in-
valved considerations of a broader chinracter and
would meet with greater opposition,

She alluded to the condition of thoze ludies
who had no husbands, or a prospect of them, ws
seeming to live npon suffernnce, and their lives
generally are considered to go to the side rather
of loss than of profit, From this poiot she
branched off to the topie of the expensiveness of
women on account of prevalling fushions and
socinl usages, This condition of things made
many women (o be merely sources of expense,
consuming much and producing vothing. She
did not, therefore, immediately urge npon women
to be “belles” no more, but would rather rest
upon men the responsibility of this condition of
things, The dependent condition of women,
nnd the Inck of nny other sphere of action and
mmbitlon than thut of ball room and puarlor, was
her excuse.
